Tlie regular monthly meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce will be held 
Monday, August 8, at 8 p. m. in front 
of the bandstand at the comer of 
Baldwin and Central. This is to be an 
important event and every person 
in Sierra Madre is specifically and ur¬ 
gently invited to be present to hear 
the speech of Mr. Daniel H. Jones of 
Los Angeles, who will talk about the 
“All Year Club of Southern Califor¬ 
nia.” And the City Hall is not suited 
to the comfortable housing of a size¬ 
able audience these warm evenings. 

Practically everyone knows that the 
purpose of the "All Year” movement 
is to conduct an advertising campaign 
throughout the middle west and east¬ 
ern states to bring to the attention of 
people living there the advantages of 
Soulliern California climate the whole 
year through. So far most publicity 
lias stressed its advantages in the 
winter only. Many easterners imag¬ 
ine that because we don’t freeze in 
the winter, we must of necssity roast 
in,the summer—they refer to our 
“tro))ic” heat! Mr. Jones’ statement 
of facts and figures in regard to the 
need for this advertising campaign 
and the conditions which make it pos¬ 
sible, will be a revelation to his hear¬ 
ers. He is a forceful, convincing 
speaker and he knows absolutely what 
he is talking about—it isn’t any “hot¬ 
air” e.xhibition. He is prepared to 
back up every assertion with proof.

Reatly 


Chamber of Commerce Survey Now

Head of New Bakery Believes in 
City’.s Future—Pleased With 
His Patronage 


Gai'bage collection will start next 
Tuesday, Aug. 9, and will continue 
every Tuesday and pidturday until fur¬ 
ther notice. There are certain rules 
in connection with this improvement 
which will be strictly enforced and 
it behooves those who wish their gar¬ 
bage removed to obey tliem. 

First, all garbage must be placed in 
covered cans on the curbing on collec¬ 
tion days. 

Second, no paper, tin cans, broken 
china or glass, and no coffee grounds 
are to be placed in the can witli the 
.garbage. Coffee grounds will be eo-1- 
Iccted if placed in a separate recepta¬ 
cle. 

Third, garbage must not be allowed 
to accumulate. If you want your gar¬ 
bage collected you must put it out 
twice a week. If you wait until it be¬ 
comes sour and offensive tlie collector 
will not take it. Y'ou will have to bury 
it and you may find yourself saying 
“Good morning. Judge.” 

Any one who wishes to pay fifty 
cents a month personally to the col¬ 
lector can arrange to have him go to 
the rear of the house for the garbage 
instead of placing it on the curb. 

This is a matter between the indi¬ 
vidual and the collector, tlie city ar¬ 
ranges only to have it removed from 
the curb. 

Fourth, Wash your cans with some 
"deodorant before using again. 

It is not compulsory to put your 
garbage out for collection. Any one 
who enjoys digging holes to plant it, 
may continue that healthful exercise, 
but if you do wish it collected, com¬ 
mit the above regulations to memory 
and follow them. 

It will be of great assistance in get¬ 
ting this new work running smoothly 
if those who expect to take advantage 
of the collection, will telephone their 
names and addresses to the City Hall 
as soon as possible. There is consid¬ 
erable territory to be covered in this 
city, and, until the collectors get 
thoroughly acquainted with the 
streets, it will entail extra time and 
work.

Chamber Sends Wires 

Urging Tax Abolition 


On Monday the Directors of tlie 
Chamber of Commerce sent wires to 
Congressman Lineberger and Senator 
Shortridge as well as the Chairman 
of the Ways and Means Committee of 
tke House urging the abolition of the 
war tax on interurban fares. The tax 
was put on railroad fares at a time 
when it was considered desirable to 
discourage passenger travel as ail the 
railroad equipment was needed for the 
tran.sportation of soldiers and neces¬ 
sary supplies. That time has long 
since pas.sed, hut the tax remains. 

This tax is particularly obnoxious 
when applied to inter-urban fares. On 
every trip from Sierra Madre to I;OS I 
Angeles, the passenger pay.s six cents | 
war tax. The further you go from the ! 
city, the higher the ta.x.- 'This is one ' 
of the war taxes which is paid by the 
people least able to pay additional | 
taxes, the woiking people, and it tends 
to keep them living in the already 
overcrowded large cities. In our city 
vie do not pay any tax on comiiuVa- | 
tion tickets, but munieipalitie.s a little ■ 
farther away do pay, and when two or ! 
three members of the family go into 
Los Angeles every day, the tax is a 
very considerable item. 

Tile chambers of commerce j 
throughout the couni-”y are advocating ' 
the abolition of this tax and, as tax 
revision is now occupying the atten¬ 
tion of Congre.ss, this seemed the ef¬ 
fective time to bring pressure to bear.
